connected between a line of the gate pad unit and the gate line for testing disconnection 
and short anomalies of the gate line, 
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wherein the wiring unit consists of at least one of a first wire and a second wire, 
the first wire being connected between the first gate pad and the first odd gate line, and 
the second data wire being connected between the second gate pad and the first even 
gate line . 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to claim 2, the prior art fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either 
alone or in combination a wiring unit for testing defects connected to the first odd data 
line and/or first even data line as instantly claimed, and in combination with the 
additional limitations. 

With regards to claim 6, the prior art fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either 
alone or in combination a wiring unit for testing defects connected to the first odd gate 
line and/or first even gate line as instantly claimed, and in combination with the 
additional limitations. 

With regards to claim 10, the prior art fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either 
alone or in combination a wiring unit for testing defects connected between the common 
voltage line and the common voltage pad unit as instantly claimed, and in combination 
with the additional limitations.
